TUBERCULOSIS 


DEATH RATE 
GAINS 


The first increase in the tuberculosis 
death rate since 1922 was recorded in 
1936, according to Dr. Philip H. Pier- 
son, president of the California Tuber- 
culosis Association, in a_ statement 
made public today. 


“During 1936, 4,618 deaths from all 
forms of tuberculosis occurred in Cali- 
fornia, giving an estimate death rate 
of 72.2 for each hundred thousand 
people living in the state at that time, 
according to an announcement received 
from the Division of Vital Statistics 
of the State Department of Public 
Health,” Dr. Pierson said. 


“During the preceding year, 4,516 
deaths were reported, giving a rate of 
72. Although the actual rise in the 
death rate is slight, it does represent 
a marked over the rate that was to be 
expected from the rapid downward 
trend of the past decade. Has this 
downward trend come to an end is the 
natural question that arises at this 
report of the first increase in the tu- 
berculosis death rate in California 
since 1922.”
